'WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—Tho otiquolto ol 


diplomacy prevents Lord Sackvlllo from 
furnishing a. copy of Secretary Bayard's 
letter lor publicatiou. If permission is 
granted by tho British foreign office it is 
understood that Lord Suckvillo is quite 
willing personally to liaud tho press the 
text of tho communication. 


A representative of tho United Press 


ss.v Lord Sackvillo Wednesday nifjht at 
tho legation. Ho said tbat at the present 
timo nothing could be said, ho could nol 
say oven that any thing would bo said. It 
is safe to predict, however, that just as 
soon aa tao elaborate cablegrams whicli 
have been sent to Lord Salisbury are re- 
sponded to, U>rd Sackville will raako a 
statement for publication, so that ho may 
clear himself from wtait he thinks ui-a 
aspersions cast upon klni by Secretary 
Bayard in his communication to tho Presi- 
dent. The atmosphere of tho location sug. 
gcsts restraint tmd a strong desire to say 
Boaxthing to disperse '.he fr'.ooray fo; un- 
der which it rests. 


There is naturally much speculation as 


to tho probable course of Lord Backvillc 
iin tho present embarrassing stato of af- 
fairs. 
It was thought, tho movo most 


agreeable to him would bo Immediate de- 
parture from Washington, but a gentle- 
man in position to know, said ho did no) 
.think Lord Sackvillo would bo In any 
hurry to loavo here. What Lord Sack- 
villo's position will be at homo will 
depend chiefly upon his inllucnco there, 
and tho disposition of tho British towards 
thin Government. It tho British Govorn. 
mont determines to sustain him ho will 
receive an appointment of equal rank 
'to the one tie retires from. Ho might 
bo promoted to a higher mission. This 
would bo regarded as intended to roiuka 
the action of this country. 


The status of Minister West is said to be 


this: Lord Sackvillo is now regarded as an 
individual by tho Stato Department, and ho 
is at liberty to regulate his own movements. 
He can remain in Washington indefinitely, 
tut he is in aa oOlcial sense no more than 
'the man who walks tho streets. Ho is not 
nor will ho be recognized in any sort of of- 
liciiU capacity. The best authorities in the 
Department in regard to diplomatic cti- 
qaetto con coJo that Minister tVost can 
consult his own pleasure and convenience 
ir. leaving. For all diplomatic ncgotia- 
.tions tho official of the legation next in 
rank to the Minister will now bo rocog- 
nijod. 
• Secretary Herbert, who was lately as- 
signed to tho legation liore, has become 
charge d'affaires ad interim and will re- 
main In Unit capacity until relieved by tho 
lirsit Secretary, -ilr. Edwards, or until the 
successor or Lord Sackvill© Is appointed. 
Mr. Edwards is not expected 3oro for some 
months, and the general impression is that 
Lord Sackville's successor will not be 
named for a still longer period.

SUCCESSFUL THIEVES. 


Throo Miinlicrt Men AttacU » ^roxleai] 


Central Train nnd Socuro S3,GOO. 


EI.PASO, Tex., 
Nov. ].—A shrewdly- 


planned and neatly-executed train-rob- 
bcry was committed on the Mexican Cen- 
tral railroad at 4 o'clock Wednesday morn- 
ing. 
Tho north-bound passenger train, 


consisting of an engine, live freight cars, 
baggage and express car. and two passen. 
ger coaches had reached a polut twelve 
tulles this 
side ol 
San 
Jose when 


three masked men crawled over tho ten- 
dor of tho ongino and with drawn rC' 
voivcrs compelled the engineer to stop 
tho train. The robbors then uncoupled 
tho two passcrrftor curs and ran on win 
tho res! oC tho train about six miles 
further where another stop was made. 
Here tho thieves broke iu tho end door ol 
tho express car, but while- they were 
doing BO the messenger jumped out of th< 
side door and escaped iu tho darkness, 
carrying away tho key to his safe. The 
robbers wore unable to open the safe and 
secured only two packages of silver coin 
aT.OAintlng to 52,000. They noxt uncoupled 
tho engine, and came on with thif'nlone, 
•running to within three milosol ±"aso Del 
Norte, where they abandoned tho engine.

open throtle, and it ran about four miles, 
stopping for want of steam. The robbers 
are supposed to have como across TJie 
rivor. but there is no clue to their identity 
except that they are Americans.
